Feelings of Tfie People 


FIHANCIAUB BINDING 


(By United Press) 


Buenos Aires, Feb. 17.—There is a 


marked divergence between Argen- 
tine public opinion and the opinion 
held by the government, as character- 
ised by the President of the Republic, 
on the matter of the European war. 
That the government is distinct from 
Congress, is shown by the fact that 
the latter has already made its belief 
manifest by an ovei-whelming major- 
ity. Moreover, the general sympathy 
of the Argentine people for the Allied" 
cause is well known; public meetings, 
the press, the youth of the Republic, 
all have made plain both in town and 
country that this Republic's- ideals are 
one with those of the allies, and that 
the Pretoria organizations and the ab- 
solutism which the Central Empires 
seek to extend throughout the world 
runs counter to all free and democrat- 
ic institutions, and especially are op- 
posed to the aspirations of the Re- 
publics of the new world. 


Argentine, like many other coun- 


tries, was close linked with Germany 
on the economic side, whilst in mili- 
tary matters and above all in ques- 
tions of armament she was practical- 
ly at her beck and .call. Routine 
methods, carelessnes, out-of-date sys- 
tems, absorbing internal problems, 
neglect of foreign markets, gradual- 
ly eliminated the old clients in Eng- 
land, France, Belgium, Italy, and even

Attitude Does Not Represent 


Feelings of Tfie People 


FIHANCIAUB BINDING 


(By United Press) 


Buenos Aires, Feb. 17.—There is a 


marked divergence between Argen- 
tine public opinion and the opinion 
held by the government, as character- 
ised by the President of the Republic, 
on the matter of the European war. 
That the government is distinct from 
Congress, is shown by the fact that 
the latter has already made its belief 
manifest by an ovei-whelming major- 
ity. Moreover, the general sympathy 
of the Argentine people for the Allied" 
cause is well known; public meetings, 
the press, the youth of the Republic, 
all have made plain both in town and 
country that this Republic's- ideals are 
one with those of the allies, and that 
the Pretoria organizations and the ab- 
solutism which the Central Empires 
seek to extend throughout the world 
runs counter to all free and democrat- 
ic institutions, and especially are op- 
posed to the aspirations of the Re- 
publics of the new world. 


Argentine, like many other coun- 


tries, was close linked with Germany 
on the economic side, whilst in mili- 
tary matters and above all in ques- 
tions of armament she was practical- 
ly at her beck and .call. Routine 
methods, carelessnes, out-of-date sys- 
tems, absorbing internal problems, 
neglect of foreign markets, gradual- 
ly eliminated the old clients in Eng- 
land, France, Belgium, Italy, and even
